For my- 
self, if I were "the enemy," I believe 
Td much rather face a machine gun 
than a cavalry^ charge, writes Mary 
Woodson Shippey In the Southern 
Woman's Magazine.

men, while the old ones are being 
trained as Infantrymen, although they 
will all keep their designation as cav- 
alrymen.

infantrymen—or 


"doughboys" and "leather-necks," as 
they derisively coll them—but "dis- 
mounted cavalry."
